‘ had receiv’d from Barcelona to the 19th of No- 
* vember, with the Letters of which Date this Jour- 

* mal came trom Vienna. 

BARCELONA. The oth of July, the 
Enemy before the Town of Denia having made a 
wide Breach, fome Precautions were taken by the 
Garrifon. The 12th General Ramos Governour 
of Denia arriv’d here, and was admitted the 13th 
to Audience, in which he acquainted his Catho- 
lick Majefty with the Condition of that Town and 
its Caftle ; whereupon, the 14th a great Quantity 
of Powder, with Bullets and other Stores of War, 
were taken out of our Arfenal and embark’d on 
feveral Veffels, which Sail'd the 15th for Denia. 
The 17th, they continu’d here to caft Cannon and 
Mortars. The 21ft arriv’d here the Marquis de 
Lofrano, Gentleman of his Catholick Majefty’s 
Bed-Chamber, in a Felucca, with the welcome 
News that the Imperial Forces commanded by 
Count Thaun, after having perform’d a March of 
7 Weeks from the Mudeneze, arriv’d at Naples, 
and that the greateft Part of that Kingdom had 
fubmitted with inexpreffible Joy to the Obedience 
of his Catholick Majefty as their Lawful Soveraign. 
The fame Day all the Artillery here was difcharg'd, 
and the Inhabitants made extraordinary Rejoycings 
on this Occafion ; and in the Evening the Deputies 
from the Kingdom of Majorca were admitred to 
Audience, being accompanied and introduced by 
all the Grandees. The 22d, and 23d his Catholick 
Majefty held Councils of War; and Baron Knip- 
haufen extraordinary Envoy from the King of Prut- 
fia arriv'd here in an Englith Ship. The 24th his 
Catholick Majefty rode to the Cathedral, attended 
by all the Nobility, to give God Thanks for the 
Reduction of Naples. The 25th, being the Fe- 
ftival of the Holy Apoftle St. James, Patron of all 
Spain, his Catholick Majefty celebrated the fame 
in the Church of Sta. Maria del Mare. The 
3ift a Felucca, arriv’d here from. Denia with the 
welcome News that the Enemy having been Re- 

uls’d with great Lofs in 5 feveral Affaults on that 

lace, had rais'd the Siege ; and Deferters reported, 
thar the Enemy loft in this Expedition about 
2000 Men. The 1ft of Auguft the Marquis de 
Lofrano was declared a Grandee of Spain. The 
2d, the Enemy that drew off from Denia, 
Marcb'd. partly to Xativa and Orihuella, and 
the reft cowards Valentia. They us’d very Barba- 
roufly the Inhabitants of Xativa, a great many 
of which were tranfported to Oran in Africa. The 
*Twas advis'd from Girone, that Colfonel Rau 
- detach’d by the Count de Noyelles, Governour of 
‘that Place, had made himfelf Mafter of the Town 


of Lers, and oblig’d the Garrifon to Surrender ar 
Difcretion; the taid Collonel tock alfo the Towns 
of Verges ‘and St. Lorenzo de la Muya, in which 
latter Place, above 500 of the Enemy were kild 
or taken Prifoners. [he 11th bis Majefty declar'd 
the Conde de Corfana Viceroy of Valentia, a Gran- 
dee of Spain. The 15:h, being the Feftival ot the 
Alcenfion of the Virgin, bis Gatholick Majefty re- 
forted in the Forenoon to the Church of Sca. Masia 
del Mare, acd in the Evening to the Pillar erected 
ata Place call'd al Borno, in honour of the Imma- 
‘culate Mother of God. The 18th bis Catholick 
Majefty declar'd to his Minifters and the Nobility 
who were at Court, his intended Marriage with 
the Iluftrious Princefs Elizabeth Chriftina, of Brunt- 
wick-Wolfembuttel ; His Majcfty upon this Occati- 
on conferr’d the Titles of Grandees, Marquiifes, 
Condes, &c. on above 60 Perfons, Natives 
of Caftile, Arragon:, Valenria, and Catalcnia, 
The 29th a Corfair arriv’d bere from Majorca, 
which tovk on the Coaft of Sardinia « Veffel laden 
with coftly Furniture and other Goods belonging to 
the Marquis de Valero, late Viceroy of that Ifland. 
The 2d of September the Prince of Darmftar fenr 
Word that the Enemy’s Forces were drawing toge- 
ther in Arragon, and that in all likelihood their 
Defign was to Befiege Lerida, and that for this End 
they had prepar'd Trains of Artillery at Morcon 
and Balaguer; wherefore the faid Prince preis'd 
for a reintorcement of Men and cther Neceffiries 
forthe Defence of Lerida. His Cathclick Majefty 
hereupon order’d fome Artillery and other Necetfa- 
ries to be fent from hence towards Lerida. The 
4th, We receiv’d certain Advice from the Earl of 
Gallway and the Marquis das Minas, that the E- 
nemy had pafs'd the Segra onthe fide of Lerid:, 
and that moft of their Horfe were march’d towards 
Belpuch, and had oblig’d our Troops that were 
pofted there to retire. His Catholick Mejefty cau3'd 
Inftances to be made to the Confederate Generals 
to fend Money and Reinforcements to Lerida ; bur 
this was judg’d impracticable, becaufe the Enemy 
had fecur’d the Bridges near Lerida. The 6th Count 
Ulfelt was difpatch’d from hence to Cervera, 
near which Place the Confederate Army lay en- 
camp’d, with Orders to animate the Peafauts to 
take up Arms and helpto fecure the Paffes. The 
i2th We faw about 4o Ships of the Confederate 
Fleet ( which were come from the Coaft of Iraly 
after the Expedition againft Toulon; ) but baving 
but little Wind, they could not all come in to an 
Anchor here. The 13th Admiral Shovel came to 
an Anchor here with 40 Ships. The faid Admiral 
had this Afternoon Audience of his Catholick Ma- 
jefty, as had the Duke de Moles ( who came with 
him ) fvon after. Inthe Evenning about 40 Pri- 
foners were brought hither, who were taken by the 
Peafants in the Paffes and Mountains on the fide of 
Lerida; they reported that the French Troops ct 
the Enemy have receiv’d no Pay in feveral Months, 
but that the Caftillins are regularly paid. The
